Receives Okay 
For No Taxes 


With no debate, the Agawam Town Council has 
approved a five year, tax-exempt status for 192 un- 
sold acres of land in the Agawam Regional In- 
dustrial Park. 

This amounts to a $255,222 tax break for the 
former WestMass Area Development Corporation, 
who are now attempting to reorganize after 
declaring bankruptcy last year. A group of area 
business and civic leaders are attempting to form 
a new WestMags Corp. that will join with the 
Westover Metropolitan Area Development Cor- 
poration in developing the Agawam I-Park and'six 
other similar industrial parks in the Pioneer 
Valley. 

The council’s 9-1 vote Monday night came after 
Councilor Gary E. Suffriti used a parliamentary 
move to delay action on granting tax-exempt 
status on the land at the council’s January 4th 
meeting. 

Suffriti said that the former WestMass Corp. 
had received 10 years of tax-free status since pur- 
chasing the land in 1982. Suffriti said that the 
former WestMass Corp. badly mismanaged its af- 
fairs and that granting tax-free status to a new 
WestMass ‘‘was giving a free ride on the backs of 
the tax-paying business and residents of 
Agawam.”

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Former Resident General Abrams 
Subject Of New Biography 


Feeding Hills Hills native Creighton W. Abrams, 
a 1932 graduate of Agawam High School who rose 
to the ranks of four star general in the U.S. Ar- 
mybefore his death in 1974, is the subject of a 
recently released book biography called 
“Thunderbolt -General Abrams And The Army Of His 
Times.”’ 

The biography, authored by Lewis Sorley, was 
released this past September. An autographed 
copy was given by Sorley to Elizabeth (Abrams) 
James, sister of the late general. She still resides 
in Agawam with her husband, William James. 

In his handwritten message to Mrs. James, 
Sorley wrote: ‘*For Betty Abrams James and Bill 
James - with gratitude for your friendship and for your 
help in telling this great story."’ 

Moved To Town At Age Five 

Abrams moved to his home on North Westfield 
Street in Feeding Hills at age five. He was 
educated in the Agawam School System and 
became an outstanding student and athlete, 
especially while at the former Agawam High 
School (now the Agawam Middle School). 

Legendary Agawam High football Coach Har- 
mon Smith immediately saw the aggressive 
leadership qualities in Abrams while Abrams 
played football for the Brownies. The fall of 1931 
was perhaps the most prolific in the school’s 
history. The team, captained by Abrams, won the 
Western Mass. championship in an undefeated, 
untied, and unscored upon season. 

Abrams was team captain and center. in the 
biography, the author recalls how Abrams and 


other members of the team needed to finish their 
chores on their respective farms before their 
parents would allow them to play football each 
Saturday afternoon in his rural farming communi- 
ty. 
Abrams was class president, editor of the 
school newspaper, class orator, and president of 
the school’s honor society in 1931-32. He was the 
son of Creighton & Nelli (Randall) Abrams and 
was the oldest of three children. 

/Abrams was affectionately called “Tootsie” by 
his closely-knit family. After the undefeated 1931 
season was over, the town could not afford to pur- 
chase letter sweaters for the team as money was 
scarce due to the Depression. But Harmon Smith 
received permission to buy one sweater as a sym- 
bol of the team’s magnificient season - and 
Abrams was the recipient of this gift. 

Abrams passed a competitive exam for an ap- 
pointment to West Point Military Academy. He 
became a cadet during the summer of 1932. 

Because of the Depression and because 
Abrams’ family lived modestly, prominent resi- 
dent Minerva Davis loaned Abrams the $300 to 
cover expenses for West Point. He repaid Mrs. 
Davis back every penny following his senior year 
at West Point. 

“When he said his good-byes and headed for West 
Point, it was the first time he had ever been outside his 
native state of Massachusetts, ** wrote the author.

Became Tank Commander 

After graduation from West Point, he selected 
the cavalry for service. He later transferred to the 
newly-built mechanized force. By the time of the 
Normandy invasion in France in 1944, Abrams, 
now 30, was commander of the 37th Tank Bat- 
_talion. He served in the 4th Armored Division in 
General George Patton’s famous Third Army. 

It was Abrams in his tank, “Thunderbolt,” who 
led the forces that relieved the encircled 101st Air- 
borne Division at Bastogne during the Battle of 
the Bulge. 

Abrams served in the U.S. Army for 38 years. He 
held various positions of responsiblity during his 
distinguished career. He served as vice chief of 
staff in 1964, and commanding general in Vietnam 
in 1968. (replacing General William 
Westmoreland). 

After his tour of Vietnam ended, Abrams was 
appointed Army chief of staff. He served in that 
position until he died in 1974 at age 60 as a four 
star general. 

Sorley’s book gives many insights and details 
about Abrams. He and his wife, Julie, had six 
children - three boys and three girls. All of his 
children became in some way connected to ser- 
vice in the U.S. Armed Forces. Mrs. Abrams 
resides in Port Belvoir, Virginia. 

The author describes Abrams as a _ self- 
disciplined, hardworking, and responsible in- 
dividual who had a logical and practical mind. 

The town has named a street in the Agawam In- 
dustrial Park in Abrams’ honor. Many of his former 
classmates from Agawam High School still fondly 
remember him and continue to talk about General 
Abrams affectionately and in high esteem.

Bringing In Tax Dollars 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson appeared at the 
council’s January 4th meeting and strongly urged 
the council to agree to the tax-exemption, which 
expired in December. Johnson said the 18 parcels 
of land sold at the park, along with the 15 current 
tenants, have brought in $1.8 million in taxes to 
the community since the mid-1980's. 

Johnson said that the town would have col- 
lected about $470,000 in taxes for the same period 
if the land had remained untouched. 

Johnson and councilors who supported the ex- 
tended five years of tax-exemption maintained 
that a newly-reorganized WestMass Corp. posed 
the best alternative for marketing the land and 
would best serve the town’s interests. 

According to an agreement with the town, 
WestMass will market the land under strict zoning 
regulations that maintains the integrity of the cur- 
rent tenants and with the surrounding 
neighborhoods. 

Will Appear On Tax Rolls 

Johnson said that once the land is sold by 
WestMass, it immediately appears on the tax 
rolls. Allan Blair, president of the Westover

Blair told councilors on January 4th that the 
new WestMass, which will be cash-strapped, will 
be in no position to extend the road. Johnson said 
the state at this time has indicated that it may 
assume this responsibility.

Former Councilor Colleen Dupee appeared at 
Citizen’s Speak Time Monday night to voice her 
dissent. She called the tax break “more abuse for 
the residential taxpayer” and said the town 
should not take “the same ride”’ it has for the past 
10 years.

| am sure by now every parent in Agawam is 
aware of the potentially dangerous problem in our 
school system—the problem being the severe 
lack of medical coverage in all the schools.

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Agawam Crime Prevention... 
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Preventing Crime 
By Using Common Sense

Crime prevention is described as “the anticipa- 
tion, the recognition and the appraisal of acrime 
risk, and the initiation of action to remove or 
reduce it.” 

This concept of police work was originated in 
the mid 1700’s by Henry Fielding, who has since 
become known as the father of crime prevention. 
Fielding originated a change of attitude toward 
policing in general, and focused more attention 
on the prevention of crime in particular. 

He accomplished two goals; the reduction of 
existing crime while concentrating on prevention 
of outbreaks in the future. The three objectives 
which he felt were instrumental in the achieve- 
ment of these goals were the development of a 
strong police force; the organization of an active 
group of citizens—a body of citizen househol- 
ders; and the initiation of action which would 
serve to remove some of the causes of crime and 
the conditions under which it flourished.

Traditionally, law enforcement in the United 
States has focused its attention on the investiga- 
tion and apprehension phases of crime control. 
Prevention was always of secondary concern and 
merely a small part of the entire crime picture. 

In effect, police departments were limited in

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manpower and efforts were concentrated in the 
area of response to situations. To a certain extent, 
police departments today remain slaves to that 
method of operation; we are (after all) an emergen- 
cy service, and a large portion of the workload will 
remain reactive. 

It is, however, a proven fact that more attention 
to prevention efforts will reap positive benefits in 
the area of reduced crime statistics. Consequent- 
ly, the less time involved with reaction to crime, 
the more time left for action to prevent its occur- 
rence. s 

Both in theory and in practice, it has proven 
successful and this program dictates that while 
crime prevention efforts will not totally eliminate 
crime, it will substantially reduce the risk. 

Three areas of action which will directly impact 
on the criminal and his activities are: improve- 
ment to personal and property safety; increased 
levels of security on the part of the general public; 
and the development of new police agency ap- 
proaches to crime prevention. 

In addition—and equally as important—an at- 
titude change on the part of the police and 
general public will be necessary. Enthusiasm is 
essential if the practice of crime prevention is to 
be successful.

‘‘Clean Sweep’’ That Chimney 


Imagine a cold winter night; you’re in your living 
room, all cozy and warm by your fireplace, when 
all of a sudden it sounds as if a freight train is 
coming down the chimney. You are experiencing 
a chimney fire! 

Each year thousands of homes experience this 
due to improper maintenance of their chimney. 
These fires can be prevented by making sure your 
flue is lined and in good repair, by having it in- 
spected and cleaned regularly by a professional, 
and by learning how to build fires that reduce the 
build-up of creosote. 5 

The cause of most chimney fires is creosote, 
which is a by-product resulting from the in- 
complete combustion of wood. It accumulates on 
the sides of your chimney and stovepipe as a li- 
quid and later condenses into a solid. As it builds 
up, it not only blocks the flue, but can ignite into a 
roaring fire. 

It is recommended that you have your chimney 
professionally cleaned and inspected at least 
once a year. If you use your fireplace or wood 
stove as a primary source of heat for your home, 
you should consider a cleaning and inspection at 
the beginning and end of each heating season.

Burn it hot; the hotter the fire, the more complete 
the combustion. 

Burn hard woods (i.e., oak, hickory, ash, or 
maple) that have been seasoned for at least one 
year. Take care not to burn construction scraps, 
treated wood, wrapping paper, or boughs from 
evergreens. 

If you’ve never had your chimney cleaned and 
inspected (or it’s been a while), the Agawam Fire 
Department encourages you to take these precau- 
tions to prevent a chimney fire in your home.

The holiday season has always been special to 
Southwick’s Nancy Lauer (a former Agawam resi- 
dent): Thanksgiving (a joyous family day), 
Christmas (a blessed day), and also Mrs. Lauer's 
birthday. 

Last year, she had much to be thankful for, and 
Christmas was a bit more magical for her and her 
family. 

In September 1992, Mrs. Lauer, a severe ar- 
thritic (joints, spine, knees, and hips), traveled to 
Croatia (formerly Yugoslavia) on a pilgnimags to 
the shrine of Our Lady of Medjugorje. She arrived 
on September 10th and prayed daily for a young 
boy she had recently met named Justin. Justin 
has cancer. 

On September 13th, while sitting in the loft of 
St. James Church praying for Justin, her entire 
body became hot; actually too hot to even touch. 
Mrs. Lauer was unaware of this, but a priest from 
Wisconsin, Fr. Kevin Webster, passed by Nancy 
and put his hand on her shoulder. 

“Fr. Kevin told me later,” she said, “that the 
heat made him pull his hand away immediately. 
When he looked down,” she added, “the imprint 
of his hand—lines, veins, and all—was clearly 
visible on my blouse. 

When Mrs. Lauer finished her prayers for 
Justin, she rose from the small wooden bench 
with no pain whatsoever in her body, leaving her 
crutches behind.

Every evening since that time, at 20 minutes 
before six, a cloud-covers the sun and Mary ap- 
pears to lvan again and again. 


Mrs. Lauer did see the cloud cover, and was sit- 
ting with lvan when her own miracle occurred. 

Another vision, the ‘Miracle of the Sun” (Mary's 
face appears in the sun along with a pennant 
which says ‘Peace"’), was not viewed by Mrs. 
Lauer, but her roommate did see it. Also, the 
scent of the Virgin Mary’s blessed roses is smell- 
ed by many people while at Medjugorje. 

“I myself didn’t smell the roses,” Mrs. Lauer, 
“but since my return home, many of my family and 
friends have smelled the scent of roses on me. It's 
weird, isn't it?” she said. “In fact, the whole 
beautiful experience is weird.” 

While praying the rosary in Medjugorje, many 
people’s beads have turned to gold before their 
eyes. Mrs. Lauer didn’t experience this, but since 
her return, as she prays the rosary daily, the silver 
links between the beads have gradually been turn 
ing to gold, and the silver nails in the crucifix are 
now gold.

With a smile on her face and tears in her eyes, 
Mrs. Lauer showed us her rosary beads. 

“This whole experience has just been wild,” 
she said. “I feel very humble. I’m not special. God 
is just using me to spread His word and His glory. 
| want people to know how much Mary loves her 
son and loves all of us. | just put my life in God’s 
hands.” 

Mrs. Lauer’s experience has already touched 
the lives of many. Excitement has swept through 
the parish of Our Lady of the Lake in Southwick 
(Mrs. Lauer's church). She has received letters 
from as far away as Wisconsin, and a friend of 
hers (an atheist) has had her life turned around 
and is geting questions about God and religion. 
“It's wonderful and it’s scary,” she commented. 

A very special friend of Mrs. Lauer’s has helped 
her deal with the fears and the “scary” part of her 
miracle. “Fr. Menge (pastor of Our Lady of the 
Lake) has been wonderful and supportive. He 
helped me handle my early doubts when | first 
returned, and he’s so patient and comforting,” 
she told us. 

No Stranger To Adversity 

Fear, pain, and adversity are no strangers to 
Nancy Lauer, and through prayer and faith, she 
has overcome much in her life. As a child, she ex- 
perienced abuse in several forms. At age 16, she 
left home and never returned. She put herself 
through Our Lady of the Elms College, raised her 
children, experienced rough times, and battled 
alcoholism. 

A recovering alcoholic, Mrs. Lauer now works 
closely with AA groups, counseling and helping 
wherever and whenever she can. She has been a 
religious instructor in her church’s CCD program, 
received the Pope St. Pius X Award for her dedica- 
tion to the CCD program, and will be assisting Fr. 
Menge with adult religious education classes. 

“| feel | have been born again,” she said. “God 
just wants us to love each other and help each 
other.” Mrs. Lauer is receiving calls and letters 
from all over the coun from people in AA who 
have heard of her incredible experience. 

For Nancy Lauer, pain had become an old 
friend. Her crippling arthritis began in 1973 and

progressed through eight operations, eventually 
leading to walking with crutches for the past 10 
years (the same crutches which were left behind 
in St. James Church, Medjugorje). 

After her miracle, Mrs. Lauer saw her of- 
thopedic surgeon, Dr. Fingeroth. X-rays showed 
that she still has one leg shorter than the other 
(yet there is no limp anymore), and they showed 
that her hip is still loose (yet the pain, numbness, 
and swelling are gone). 

“Dr. Fingeroth told me he was very happy that 
my religious experience had freed me from my 
pain. He said | looked wonderful and was very 
happy for me.” 

Mrs. Lauer’s strength and faith have brought 
her to this day. “! have many faults,” she said, 
“and am a mistake maker, but | always believed in 
God and have had a great devotion to Our Lady 
since childhood.” 

Mrs. Lauer has always loved to dance. Now she 
can again, and has even learned to “electric 
slide” and is working on the ‘Achy Breaky Heart.” 
She tells us this is wonderful; dancing, walking 
without crutches, being free of pain, and being 
ae to knee! again. “I love to kneel and pray,” she 
said. ; 

“The best gift for me, however, is that now so 
many people are getting closer to the Blessed 
Mother and coming to know about her,” she said. 

Mrs. Lauer described Medjugorje to us. “It’s so 
peaceful,” she said, ‘a phenomenal place. 
Everyone is so happy, and you really feel that you 
are walking on holy land.” Mrs. Lauer was only six 
miles. from the bombing and gunfire while she 
prayed in the tiny loft of St. James Church on 
September 13th, yet she felt peace around her. 

“For centuries,” she said, “terrible hailstorms 
would devastate the farmers’ crops in Medjugorje. 
They are a poor but happy people. In 1933, the 
people of Medjugorje erected a on crucifix ona 
mountain top, and they prayed. The crucifix is not 
electrified, but it lights up the skies at night. 

“Since 1933, Medjugorje has not had even one 
hailstorm,” concluded Mrs. Lauer.

More than just a good book with some wise say- 
ings, | am convinced that it is the communication 
from God of what we on earth must know. In short, 
| believe the Bible is the Word of God. 

The natural question, then, is “why?” and | 
would like to respond by sharing several good 
reasons for my belief. “What do you mean ‘give 
reasons?”’ someone may ask. “Isn't it just 
something you believe—like a jump in the dark?” 

Far from it! There is a difference between 
“blind faith’ and “reasonable faith.” You use 
“reasonable faith” every time you sit in a chair, 
eat a piece of meat, or ride on a plane. In other 
words, you've seen enough evidence to indicate 
that these are reasonable actions. 

What | am saying is that there is very good 
evidence to believe that the Bible is the Word of 
God. Is faith necessary? Absolutely. A blind “leap 
in the dark?” NO!

People, as arule, do not put this verse into prac- 
tice. They try to keep their resolutions based on 
their own strength; they have no awareness of 
keeping their resolutions for the glory of God. 

When you came up with your resolutions, did 
you consider what God would have you do? Did 
you pray and ask God to show you how you could 
change your life to bring Him honor and glory? 
This is why you will not be able to keep your New 
Year’s resolution. 

What’s the answer? The answer is ... first, you

In this week’s article, I’d like to present the first 
of several reasons why | believe the Bible is God’s 
Word. The first evidence to consider is the Bible’s 
claims, direct and indirect, to be the Word of God. 

Consider this statement from II Peter 1:20,21 of 
the Bible: “You must understand that no prophecy 
of Scripture came about by the prophet’s own in- 
terpretation ... but men spoke from God as they 
were carried along by the Holy Spirit.’ Another 
passage makes the unique claim that Scripture 
was “God-breathed.” 

Perhaps even more significant are the more 
than 1,500 times that the writers of the Bible use 
phrases like, ‘Hear the Word of the Lord” or “the 
Word of the Lord came to me, saying ...” or “This 
is what the Lord Almighty says.” And several 
times, the words of God are written in the first per- 
son. 

What is interesting here is that the Bible not on- 
ly claims to be the Word of God; it is assumed by 
the writers themselves. They write rather boldly as 
if they were the spokesmen for God. The first 
evidence to consider, then, is the Bible’s claim 
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~ and assumption to be the Word of God. 

“How is that evidence?” one may ask. ‘A claim 
to be something doesn’t prove that it is so.” 
That’s right. What is worth noting is that such a 
remarkable claim is made. That, in itself, is worthy 
of further investigation. 

Let me illustrate. Let’s say that two uniformed 
individuals park a squad car in your driveway and 
come to your door, identifying themselves as 
police officers. Their claim doesn’t prove that they 
are police officers, but it is a claim worthy of fur- 
ther investigation! 

One final note: if God did choose to com- 
municate to mankind through writing, you would 
expect that He would identify it as coming from 
Him. How often have you read a book that claimed 
to be the Word of God? Probably as often as 
you've met someone impersonating a police of- 
ine I'm saying: ‘You can’t afford not to check it 
out!”

Applying To College- 
Useful Financial Angles 


Last week, we talked about how many of our 
Agawam High School seniors, most of them ac- 
companied by a parent or two, are now making a 
winter swing through “the colleges of their 
choice.” : 

They’re asking a lot of questions, staying over- 
night at dorms, and listening in groups as admis- 
sions officers describe the schools’ selection pro- 
cesses. 

Unfortunately, what happens at times, is there 
is a lack of honest, open and, when necessary, 
tough talk between the students and their parents 
about making realistic school choices. We 
already reviewed the financial aspects of the col- 
lege choice ... this week, we'll complete the series 
by discussing the application and acceptance 
strategies. 

APPLICATION STRATEGIES 

Apply to at least seven colleges ... not the four 
or five that has been the standard recommenda- 
tion for years. This can provide more choice if the 
first-choice school doesn’t provide enough finan- 
cial aid ... and it might increase your leverage in 
negotiating for a lower family contribution. 

vercome the pressure of thinking only the Top 
20 private colleges are good enough to consider. 
\f the child already has a clear interest in a sub- 
ject, investigate course offerings in that subject 
at state universities. In environmental studies, for 
instance, state schools often have more complete 
programs than top private schools. 

Recognize the “tough schools.” Getting into 
top state schools Can’ be every bit as hard 
nowadays as getting into Ivy League type col- 
leges. They should not be considered “safe” 
schools in your teenager's list of seven. 

Join your child on three or four of his/her school 
visits. Update your own impression of what col- 
leges are really like today. Listen to, and respect, 
your child’s feelings about a school ... even if the 
reasons are not quite articulate. 

Compare notes and observations ... this shared 
experience helps make clear that the ultimate 
choice must be a collective decision if parents are 
making a substantial contribution to the expense. 

Seek to close the financial gap. If your child is 
seriously interested in several high-cost schools, 
and has the academic credentials to make: 


realistic bids for acceptance, learn whatever you , 


can about how the gap might be filled. Use a good 
financial-aid consultant ... one who'll do more 
than just fill out the forms. 

Those with the right experience can give you a 
pretty good idea of what financial aid your family 
might qualify for at three or four colleges. 

Fhe best recommendation for finding a finan- 
cial aid consultant is by word of mouth from 
satisfield customers. A college guidance 
counselor typically can point you to families that 


have been successful in finding a good financial | 


aid consultant.

school says yes but the financial aid package of- 
fered isn’t enough. 

lf you’ve used a financial-aid consultant or col- 
lege consultant to make your choice, ask them for 
advice on negotiating for more financial aid ... or 
just go in and do it yourself ... making it clear that 
your child wants to go to that school but may have 
to select another because of the difference in 
costs, or aid package. 

lf the financial gap can’t be breached at the top- 
choice school, you and your child should still be 
able to get the payoff from all the solid prepara- 
tion and talk up to this point. 

Instead of anger and heartbreak, child and 
parents together must make an adult choice 
among reasonable alternatives... 

Go into debt (family, child or both) to go to the 
top-choice school. This can be a deliberate deci- 
sion. It should never be a reaction to the child's 
threat that he won't go to college at all if it’s not to 
this top one. 

Accept at the more affordable but perhaps less 
“prestigious” school that your previous research 
indicates offers its students top quality education 
opportunities. 


As you can see, successfully entering college 
today is a team effort ... and must be approached 
in a very systematic manner. | strongly urge both 
parents and students to spend plenty of time 
preparing for this important event ... and to seek 
additional help as needed.

The Community Outreach and Small Business 
Tax Education Programs operate all year long. 
Outreach sessions provide free help with federal 
tax returns to members of groups or associations. 
Major tax law changes and information of interest 
to single parents and seniors are some of the 
topics covered. There is line-by-line self-help 
preparation of federal tax returns for those who 
want to prepare their own. 


Through the Smal! Business Tax Education Pro- 
gram, trained experts teach small business 
workshops. These workshops are’ especially 
useful to those starting a new business, but they 
offer information helpful to all small business tax- 
payers. Topics include employment taxes, federal 
tax deposit rules, quarterly returns, accounting 
methods, and other tax-related issues.

Tax Assistance (VITA) program are trained in 
special credits and deductions, such as the child 
care and earned income credits, the tax credit for 
the elderly, and deductions for medical and dental 
expenses. Both groups are trained to do basic 
Forms 1040, 1040A, and 1040EZ.

Where Is The Refund Check? 


Normal processing of a federal income tax 
return takes approximately eight weeks if you 
mail your return. Generally, returns mailed in 
January and February take less time than those 
mailed in April.

fessional, such as a doctor or lawyer. When you 
begin looking for a financial planner, talk to 
friends, relatives, and business associates to find 
out if they might be working with a trustworthy 
financial planner. 

lf you have a personal lawyer, accountant, or in- 
surance agent, they may be able to refer you to 
financial planners they work with. You also can 
check with your employer to see if the company 
has established a relationship with a financial 
planning company. 

The most important thing is to find a financial 
planner you feel comfortable talking with and so- 
meone you feel you can trust after evaluating his 
or her credentials. 

Financial planners should have a working 
knowledge of the following areas: estate plann- 
ing, retirement planning, tax issues, insurance, in- 
vestments, family budgeting, and planning for 
your children’s education. You should find out if a 
financial planner has appropriate licensing. 

For example, are they a registered represen- 


tative, do they have a broker’s license, insurance 
license, or any other licensing that may be re- 
quired by your state? Many planners also have ex- 
tensive education and training; and professional 
experience. The financial planners you interview 
may work for investment companies, or they may 
be self-employed. 

Some financial planners hold professional 
designations such as certified financial planner 
(CFP) and chartered life underwriter (CLU). Not all 
financial planners are required to hold these 
designations, but receiving them may indicate a 
greater interest in providing competent, ethical 
service and participation in continuing education. 


When you interview potential financial plan- 
hers, it’s also important to inquire about their in- 
vestment track record in good and bad economic 
times. Also, you most likely will feel more comfor- 
table with a planner whose investment philosophy 
is compatible with yours—risky, conservative, or 
somewhere in between. 

Financial planners should be good com- 
municators. They should be willing to listen to

Please Be Careful 
When Shoveling Snow; 
Use Common Sense 


January can be a winter wonderland, except 
when it comes to snow shoveling. James 
Moynihan, President of the Safety Council of 
Western Massachusetts, offers the following sug- 
gestions to make shoveling safer and more en- 
joyable this winter: 

—Individuals 40 years of age and older should 
be careful, especially those who are relatively in- 
active. 

—If you have a history of heart trouble, do not 
shovel without a doctor’s permission. 

—Take it slow! Shoveling can raise your heart 
tate and blood pressure dramatically. Be sure to 
stretch out and warm up before you start. 

—Shovel only fresh snow, since it is easier to 
shovel than the wet, packed-down variety. 

—Push the snow as you shovel. It is better for 
your back than lifting the snow out of the way. 

—Don’t pick up too much at once. Use a small 
shovel, or fill only one-fourth or one-half of a large 
one. 

—Lift with your legs bent and your back 
straight. By bending and “‘sitting” into the move- 
ment, you'll place less stress on your spine. Let 
your shoulders, torso and thighs do the work for 
you. 

—Do not work to the point of exhaustion. If you 
run out of breath, take a break. If you feel 
tightness in your chest, stop immediately. 

—Dress warmly. Remember that extremities, 
such as the nose, ears hands and feet, need extra 
attention during winter’s cold. Be sure to wear 
head and face protection, mittens, wool socks 
and waterproof boots.

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Cooking With 
Whole Grains 


A couple of years ago, the people | work with all 
attended a party where the hostess served a 
couscous dish. In a scene reminiscent of the 
caviar-tasting scene Tom Hanks did in the movie 
“Big,” my number-one boss all but scrubbed out 
the inside of his mouth with his cocktail napkin. 
Fortunately for him, there are a variety of 
delicious ways to add whole grains to the diet. 

Couscous, along with the other whole grains, is 
an excellent source of B and B-complex vitamins, 
vitamin E, iron, phosphorus, and potassium, from 
which your body is able to build healthy blood, 
bone, and tissue. Whole grains provide natural 
fiber, a plus for the gastrointestinal tract and your 
heart. Some whole grains can reduce cholesterol 
levels. 

There are many creative ways to incorporate 
more whole grains like oats, rice, and wheat into 
the diet. These grains are familiar and commonly 
used by most cooks. Not as familiar, but well 
worth trying are couscous (pronounced koos- 
koos), barley, wild rice, and bulgar. These grains 
are an important element of vegetarian nutrition, 
but can be incorporated into any diet painlessly. 

As in the case of a couscous dish, a retraining 
of the taste buds is in order. Grains such as 
couscous are commonly used in eastern cultures, 
and the taste of dishes made with them is relative- 
ly unfamiliar to American cooking.

Native to North American freshwater lakes and 
rivers, it is high in protein, vitamins, and minerals. 

WILD RICE PILAF 
Serves 4 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 cup minced onions 
1 stalk celery, minced 
4 teaspoon garlic, minced 
Ys teaspoon red pepper 
2 cups chicken stock 
4 ounces wild rice 
1 bay leaf 
2 tablespoons toasted pine nuts 

In a two-quart saucepan, heat olive oil over 
medium heat. Add the onions, celery, garlic, and 
pepper. Cook for two minutes, until lightly brown- 
ed and soft. 

Add the stock, wild rice, bay leaf, and pine nuts. 
Bring to a boil, cover, and lower the heat so the li- 
quid simmers. Continue cooking for 55 minutes. 
Uncover and cook until all the liquid has been ab- 
sorbed. Discard the bay leaf.

1% cups (6 oz.) cubed natural Swiss cheese 
Combine carrots, water, chicken, broth, broc-

Of Info Workshop 
Agawam High School

Agawam High School held a Financial Aid 
Workshop in December with American Interna- 
tional College Director of Financial Aid, Dr. Lee 
Sirois. 

Since that time, Dr. Sirois has contacted AHS 
Guidance Director Paul Cavallo to clarify some of 
the information given for the Free Application for 
Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) or Free Federal 
Form, as he referred to it during the workshop. 

At the workshop, Dr. Sirois told parents of 
seniors that the federal laws this year will not in- 
clude the net equity in their homes to figure the 
formula of financial need (as in past years). But, 
he believed that parents in college would not be 
allowed in the federal financial aid formulas. 

“Since that time, | have seen the instructions 
and | cannot see where it says that you cannot in- 
clude parents In college. 

“For that reason, | am recommending that 
parents include themselves for question number 
14 (on the FAFSA), but only if they are 
matriculated and working towards a degree and 
will attend each semester at least half-time,” said 
Dr. Sirois. 

Also, Dr. Sirois informed Cavallo of an update in 
which ‘‘Massachusetts Community and State Col- 
eges and Universities will not require the Finan- 
cial Aid Form (FAF).” 

He said, ‘| recommend that the student list all 
the colleges on the Free Federal Form (FAFSA) 
that they wish to apply to, but list only those col- 
eges on the FAF that require the FAF. This way, 
the student may save a considerable sum of 
money.” 

Financial Need Determined By Formula 

During the workshop, Dr. Sirois explained that 
inancial need was determined in a formula using 
he cost of education minus the estimated ability 
of the family to pay those costs. 

Costs included direct expenses such as tuition, 
fees, room and board, and books. Indirect ex- 
penses include a transportation allowance, per- 
sonal expenses, clothing and laundry allowance, 
and a maintenance allowance. 

The family contribution will be figured on two 
separate formulas that use different equations for 
the FAF and the Free Federal Form. 

Cavallo added, ‘‘Other financial aid forms may 
be required from specific colleges to be submit- 
ted to their financial aid offices.” : 

He added, ‘‘We are expecting to receive the 
FAF and Free Federal Form (FAFSA) in our office 
thepetully) by the end of the month. The minute | 

now something, it will be announced to the kids 
so they can come to guidance and pick it up. 

“The colleges know the students are getting 
them late this year, so we are assuming they will 
extend the deadline dates. If in doubt, you may 
call the specific college in question. Also, Ill be 
happy to answer any questions at my office,” 
Cavallo said. 

Cavallo added that he had a list of all the re- 
quired financial forms for Massachusetts col- 
leges and universities available in the Guidance

‘‘Free Schools Act’’

Keith Geiger, president of the National Educa- 
tion Association, travelled to Washington, D.C., 
on Thursday, January 14th, to ask Congress to 
pass a “Violence Free Schools Act’ to help 
reduce violence in our nation’s schools. His trip 
was endorsed by the Agawam Education Associa- 
tion. 

The head of the two-million-member teachers’ 
organization told Congress, ‘Before we leave this 
room today, almost 900 schoolteachers will be 
threatened with bodily harm, and nearly 40 will ac- 
tually be physically attacked.” He said firearms 
kill or injure 40 children on a typical school day. 

Geiger cited Justice Department figures, 
stating 100,000 children go to school with guns 
every day and 160,000 miss school because of in- 
timidation or fear of bodily harm. 

He commented, ‘America has become a 
dangerous place for children.” ‘ 

The “Violence Free Schools Act’ will provide 
$100 million annually (for five years, beginning in 
fiscal 1994) for local anti-violence programs, if 
passed. 

Geiger said, “In some districts, that may mean 
metal detectors; in others, in-service programs to 
train staff in effective intervention. In still others, 
perhaps student-centered mediation programs or 
drug prevention and anti-drug programs.” 

Last year, a similar bill made it through the 
House of Representatives but failed to pass the 
Senate. 

School Crime Costs Over $200 Million Annually 

“Before someone begins thinking that $100 
million is unreasonable, I’d simply point out that 
the federal government estimates that school 
crime and vandalism are already costing tax- 
payers over $200 million a year,” Geiger said. 

The NEA also sought stronger enforcement of 
the 1990 Gun-Free School Zones Act that made it 
a federal crime to possess a firearm within the 
vicinity of a school. : 
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In Agawam since 1989, each of the public 
schools had erected signs regarding the illegal 
dealing of drugs within a 1,000-foot radius of 
school zones. These signs were posted through 
the efforts of our local police and DARE (Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education) funding. 

The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
which is responsible for enforcement of the Gun- 
Free School Zones Act, has done little even to

make school officials aware of its existence, ac- 
cording to the NEA.

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Phelps’ Robert D. Shea Loves 4th Grade

Town resident Robert D. Shea has been 
teaching fourth grade for 19 years, two of which 
he taught in Ludlow (Vermont) before coming to 
Agawam. While teaching fourth graders in Ver- 
mont, he also taught skiing. 

Phelps Elementary School Principal William 
Miller said this about Shea: ‘‘He is wonderful with 
handling kids mainstreamed from the DLC (Deve- 
lopmental Learning Centers) class. He has great 
potential for becoming a future principal or ad- 
ministrator.” 

Shea has a master’s degree in reading and is 
presently working on his CAGS level in ad- 
ministration at Westfield State College. 

He said, ‘‘! integrate four or five students for 
social studies, science, health, reading, and math 
classes from the DLC class. When there is more 
than two or three, an assistant comes in with 
them.” 

Shea noted, “The new wave of thought is to br- 
ing resource people into the classroom with 
teachers rather than pull-out programs. My wife, 
Donna, is the pre-school special education coor- 
dinator, and she teaches pre-school in Southwick. 
So, I’m really tuned into all of that.” 

Shea is also part of the Phelps School building 
base support team which began this year. He 
said, ‘There are six members at Phelps School.” 

The building base support team is a group of 
volunteer teachers working with the school ad- 
ministrator to try to help classroom teachers in- 
stitute various methods of teaching that may be 
able to circumvent a student’s need to have an in- 
dividual education plan under the Special Educa- 
tion program. 

ttempts To Read To Class Twice A Day 

In the classroom, Shea tries to read to his class 
twice a day. He said, ‘We follow a book from 
beginning to end. We have set times for silent 
reading each day as well. They go out of here lov- 
ing books.” 

Shea added, ‘‘By this time of year, the students 
automatically pick up a book when they have a 
free moment.” 

Shea's class also does a unit on poetry and 





they create their own books. “We do a lot with 
graphics and word processing on the computer 
with these projects,” said Shea. 

He noted, ‘We have a room computer and doa 
lot of creative writing, map skills, reading skills, 
and analogies on it. It is surprising at this age 
level that they are very comfortable using the 
computer, and about half of them have a com- 
puter at home.” 

One of the projects the class remembers well 
has come to be known as “Mr. Shea’s October 
Leaf Project” at Phelps. He said, ‘We do that 
when we are studying forest regions to get them 
aware of the different types of trees around our 
area. The students have to find about 15 different 
types of leaves and mount them. 

“Then they must do a bibliography on where 
they found the leaf. It helps with organizational 
skills. And, now that they have computers at 
home, they are able to utilize that as well.” 

Truly Likes Fourth Graders 

Shea also said, “I like this age group. They are 
still impressionable enough and enthusiastic in 
wanting to learn. They still have that energy in 
wanting to do and explore, and behavior-wise, 
they are still manageable. It is a fun age group. 

“We do some cooperative learning, especially 
on projects where they come up with an idea and 
follow through with research and an oral presen- 
tation,” Shea added. 

_One project Shea recalled was the use of a 
video camera to make commercials. He said, 
“Students must plan the whole thing out and 
come up with the props relating to the products 
they choose to advertise. This is part of our 
English language arts activities.” 

Outside the classroom, Shea, his wife Donna, 
and their six year-old son, Brian, enjoy travelling 
“all over the United States.” 

Shea said, ‘We have a family summer home in 
Chatham, so we spend a lot of time at the beach. | 
enjoy sailing and gardening, too.” 

And, although he is no longer a ski instructor, 
Shea remains an avid skier.

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Education Reform Assuming Many Faces 


Governor William F. Weld’s State of the State 
address on Thursday, January 14th, highlighted 
education as one of his three main priorities this 
year. 

Weld praised educators for their dedication but 
commented that the overal public school system 
was not serving its purpose. 

According to Weld, last year’s statewide 
assessment tests showed that only 25 of every 
100 students could meet the standards of their 
own grade level. 

He noted, “Those tests should serve as a five- 
bell alarm to those who say our schools need only 
fine tuning and more funding.” 

He added, ‘This system needs to be fundamen- 
tally overhauled, because it is currently failing 75 
percent of our children.” 

In the January 11th issue of U.S. News & World 
Report, an article entitled ‘The Perfect School” 
discussed nine reforms to revolutionize American 
education. The article said that entrepreneur 
Chris Whittle will announce a prototype of The 
Edison Project next spring. 

This project is an attempt to create a private 
school system educating two-million students on 
1,000 campuses across the nation. The first 
school in this plan will open in 1996. 

Also, next fall 11 groups will introduce ‘visions 
of redesigned schools they have drafted under the 
auspices of the New American Schools Development 
Corp. (NASDC), a business-backed, non-profit group 
organized in 1991 at the behest of the Bush administra- 
tion,’ according to the magazine. 

The Outward Bound Plan 

The Outward Bound plan by NASDC will offer a 
curriculum built on a series of student expedi- 
tions, while Whittle’s Edison Project is ‘‘con- 
templating schools that educate kids from birth to 
age 18, schools with high-tech student ‘desks’ 
and other radical departures.” 

U.S. News believes that the nation’s 84,500 
public schools will ultimately adopt innovations 
and reforms that will allow educators to ‘do more 
for less.” They offered nine reforms that would 
dramatically improve the public schools’ perfor- 
mances without requiring exorbitant additional 
funding. 

The first innovation was ‘teachers as en- 
trepreneurs,”’ in which teachers helped to hire

Fifth, ‘testing student performance” discussed 
the revolutionary set of assessment tests that has 
“enlivened teaching in many classrooms and en- 
couraged the kind of interdisciplinary thinking 
that school reformers have been calling for 
elsewhere.” 2 ; 

In these new assessment tests, “kids are being 
asked not only for the answer, but also for how 
they got it.” The scores on the first round of 
testing have been sobering in most states. 

Sixth was the controversial reform of “incen- 
tives for good teaching,’ where outstanding 
teachers are rewarded on a merit basis. This 
highly-contended issue has sparked disputes 
about tenure vs. professional pride in the 
teaching ranks. ; 

Seventh, “technology for learning” discussed 
some innovative methods of bringing live pro- 
gramming via satellite into the classrooms 
(‘video appeal” to make learning more fun, an 
more hands-on, interdisciplinary learning with 
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*** We Accept USDA Food Stamps *** 


computers). “Technology also can help address 
the problem of teacher quality that plagues so 
many schools.” 

New Technologies Could Make A Difference 

Congress's Office of Technology Assessment 
recently reported ‘‘a general consensus that the 
appropriate assignment of new technologies 
within effectively organized schools could make a 
big difference in academic performance.” 

Eighth, the argument of school choice offerings 
to spur local schools to improve was addressed 
under “choice and competition.’ Public schools 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts, were highlighted 
in this portion of the article. 

Finally, ‘stretching the year” talked about ex- 
tension of the school year to avoid “backsliding” 
after the long summer break.

Milton Goldberg, head of a national commis- 
sion that is studying issues of time in U.S. educa- 
tion, said, “The length of the school year is the 
most impregnable bastion in American 
education.” 

In comparison with the U.S. average (180 days 
of school a year), Japanese students attend 12 
years of school but receive the equivalent of 16 
years of schooling in America, according to U.S. 
News. A decade ago, the authors of “A Nation at 
Risk’? argued that the U.S. school year should be 
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as long as 220 days. 

U.S. News said the obstacles to innovation in- 
cluded: 1) Complacency: “Rigorous academic 
standards simply are not a priority in many U.S. 
schools and communities, which are more in- 
terested in low-level skills on the one hand and 
sports and frills on the other’; 2) Local Control: “It 
is tremendously difficult to build national momen- 
tum behind a particular reform when 50 state 
legislatures, 50 state boards, and more than 
15,000 local schoo! boards have veto power.” 

Also, 3) Lack Of Incentives: ‘Educators often 
aren’t compelled to embrace reforms because 


there are no serious consequences when 
students perform poorly”; and 4) Special In- 
terests: “A wide range of interest groups often 
sabotage school reform because it puts their in- 
fluence or livelihood at risk.” 

According to this interesting article that every 
concerned parent should take the time to read 
and consider for themselves, ‘‘Vocational 
teachers have lobbied lawmakers so successfully 
for reduced teaching loads and small classes that 
there are more high school voc-ed teachers in the 
nation today than there are English teachers.”

Dear Tom, 

| am writing today to tell you how much | en- 
joyed the Hawkeyes late Saturday afternoon 
against Duke in Cameron Indoor Stadium. | have 
been an lowa hoop fan since 1969 when | 
relocated to the Midwest as a 13 year-old. 

That first season, lowa had a terrific team with 
not too many terrific players. | remember they 
knocked off (then number seven) Drake in 
December or early January, and then they scream- 
ed through the Big 10 en route to the NCAAs. 

Growing up in Vermont, | wasn’t really ever in- 
fluenced by any college basketball teams except 
Notre Dame, mainly because the Celtics were so 
good in those days. We went to see UVM all the 
time, but the Hawkeyes just consumed me when | 
arrived in lowa. 

The players were named Chad Calabria, Glenn 
Vidnovic, Ben McGilmer, Freddie Brown, and 
John Johnson, and they didn’t look big enough or 
strong enough to play against any of the powers. 

Still, they rebounded and pressed the op- 
ponents at a fever pitch night in and night out, and 
| thought that team might win the championship. 
The loss to Jacksonville was very tough on me at 
that tender age. They had three seven-footers on 
that team, and lowa’s tallest player was McGilmer 
at 67” (I think). 

Artis Gilmore was the best known of that tall 
timber trio for Jacksonville, but it was a weird re- 
bound that caromed off to a guy named Penbrook 
Burrows that gave Jacksonville their win at the 
buzzer. | believe Vaughn Wedeking or Rex Morgan 
attempted the shot from outside. Jacksonville 
went on to lose to UCLA in the championship 
game in an era that was post-Alcindor and pre- 
Walton. 

Ever since, the Hawkeyes have been my 
favorites. When | moved here (Massachusetts) in 
1979, BC quickly became my local passion and 
you were the coach. | remember thinking about 
how much you got out of so little talent, and how 
solid and fundamental that your team played. 

| was there the night that you guys creamed BU 
in the NIT when you were making your decision to 
leave and go to your next location (Stanford,
